If  they  pay  the 
same  fare  they  should  get  the  same  service, 
Theie  can  be  no  Justice  In  charging  different 
prices  for  the  same  article  or  selling  better  and 
worse  articles  for  the  same  price.  This  Is  a 
matter  for  the  Railroad  Commission  to  see  after 
and  a  strong  and  wholesome  sense  of  Justice  In 
public  opinion  should  demand  that  If  there  is 
failure  been  It  should  be  remedied.  Among  peo¬ 
ple  In  Mississippi,  white  or  black,  there  can 
hardly  be  any  question  that  separate  coaches  are 
a  necessity.  To  try  to  put  both  races  tn  the 
same  coaches  In  this  state  would  make  serious 
and  Inevitable  trouble.  About  this  point  there 
Is  no  controversy,  but  being  separated  they  both 
ought  to  get  Just  and  equal  treatment.

For  (fenerations  Baptists  have  kept  up  a 
»tru(f(fle  for  the  faith  in  New  Orleans.  The 
rity  from  its  beginning  has  been  predomi¬ 
nantly  Catholic,  as  all  lower  Louisiana  has 
been.  The  early  settlers  were  from  the  Latin 
nations  of  Europe,  mainly  French,  with  a 
heavy  per  cent  of  Spanish,  and  later  quite  an 
infusion  of  Italians,  practically  all  Catholics. 

New  Orleans  is  ancient,  aud  being  the  one 
great  city  of  Louisiana,  for  a  great  while  it 
dominated  the  state.  Being  the  commercial 
emporium  of  the  South  for  so  long  a  time, 
its  influence  was  felt  over  a  wide  field.  For 
years  this  domination  has  been  less,  because 
of  the  growth  pf  other  cities,  and  the  infu¬ 
sion  of  more  modern  ideas  everywhere. 

For  a  long  time  Baptists  have  struggled 
for  a  sure  foothold  in  the  Crescent  City  but 
our  workers  there  have  labored  under  great 
depression.  The  denomination  has  first  and 
last  spent  much  money  in  New  Orleans,  buf 
in  dribbles,  just  enough  at  a  time  to  keep  our 
,  cause  from  dying,  not  enough  to  really 
grapple  with  the  situation  in  any  adequate 
way.  We  have  lived,  but  have  not  con¬ 
quered.  We  have  not  even  held  our  own,  for 
thousands  of  Baptists,  no  doubt  tells  of  thou¬ 
sands  have  gone  to  New  Orleans  for  business 
and  have  suuk  out  of  sight — been  lost. 

New  forces  have  been  working  helpful 
changes  in  New  Orleans  and  all  the  outlying 
territory  during  my  rather  intimate  ac- 
k  quaiutance  with  them.  The  Baptists  in 
f  Louisiana  have  made  good  progress.  There 
has  been  an  invasion  of  wholesome  ideas 
pretty  much  everywhere,  and  the  solidarity 
of  Catholic  sentiment  aud  opinion  has  been 
to  a  very  considerable  extent  disinjegrated 
and  softened  toward  non-Catholic  faiths. 

For  a  long  time,  the  institutions  of  New 
Orleans  were  owned  and  dominated  by  the 
<  'atholics,  hut  this  is  changing.  The  two  out¬ 
standing  institutions  of  New  Orleans  today 
are  Tulane  I’nivcrsity  and  Sophie  Newcomb 
College  for  women.  Each  of  these  is  rich; 
each  is  a  personal  foundation.  These  invite 
patronuge  from  all  classes  and  faiths.  Sophie 
Newcomb  has  something  like*  $*2,000,000 
worth  of  property  in  the  city.  The  two  insti¬ 
tutions  have  become  affiliated,  and  Sophie 
Newcomb,  after  this  session,  will  move  out 
of  its  present  buildings  in  the  heart  of  the 
city  into  its  spacious  buildings  now  in  pro¬ 
cess  of  construction  near  Tulane. 

For  two  or  three  years  the  idea  of  a  Bap¬ 
tist  Bible  school  has  been  growing  in  the 
minds  of  some  far-seeing  Baptists.  The  mat¬ 
ter  was  brought  before  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  at  its  last  session,  and  that  body 
instructed  the  Home  Board  and  the  Sunday 
School  Board  to  proceed  with  the  founding 
ol  such  school.  Aa  they  were  feeling  their 
way,  it  developed  that  the  elegant  and  com¬ 
modious  Sophie  Newcomb  property,  now  oc¬ 
cupied  by  the  college  could  be  had  on  easy 
terms  and  at  a  price  astonishingly  low — 
$100,000.  .The  buildings  are  massive,  built 
of  stone  and  occupy  two  squares  in  the  heart 
of  the  city.  They  would  cost  to  erect  them 
more  than  twice  the  purchase  price.  We  get 
the  beautiful  ground*  thrown  in.  The  pro¬ 


perty  is  just  what  we  need,  and  it  has  been 
bought. 

This,  as  1  believe,  is  far  away  the  most 
inspiring  event  of  the  year  in  denominational 
eireles.  It  puts  Baptists  at  the  zenith  of  op¬ 
portunity  in  the  great  city,  and  the  outlying 
territory. 

It  erects  a  great  power  plant  where  of  all 
places  in  the  Southern  Baptist  territory,  it  is 
most  needed.  Nothing  quite  so  fortunate  has 
happened  in  my  day.  It  gives  us,  ready¬ 
made,  just  what  we  need  and  where  we  need 
it.  Likely  it  could  not  have  been  built  in  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  It  will  preserve  a 
great  property,  set  aside  by  a  noble  Christian 
woman,  to  the  most  practical  Christian 
needs.  Let  all  the  Baptists  of  the  South 
thank  God  and  take  courage. 

I)r.  Prof.  Pastor  B.  II.  DeMent,  known, 
loved  and  trusted  in  all  Texas,  as  well  as 
throughout  the  South,  has  been  elected  pres¬ 
ident.  He  has  accepted,  and  is  already  in 
New  Orleans  preparing  for  the  opening.  We 
are  at  the  dawn  of  a  new  era  in  New  Or¬ 
leans.  and  all  that  coast  country. 


GEFARD:  THE  MAN  AND  HIS  BOOK.

No  American  has  been  closer  to  Prussian 
autocracy  than  James  W.  Gerard,  former 
Ambassador  to  Berlin.  In  his  interview  with 
the  German  Emperor  at  Potsdam  in  October, 
1915,  the  latter,  with  clenched  fist  and  with 
face  thnist  forward  to  “within  four  inches’’ 
of  the  face  of  the  American  minister,  declar¬ 
ed  bitterly:  “I  shall  stand  no  nonsense  from 
America  after  the  war.”  Anyone  who  has 
been  within  four  inches  of  the  Allmae- 
ehitgste  has  something  worth  while  to  say — 
whether  it  is  in  a  book  or  from  the  platform 
of  Mediuah  Temple,  where  5,000  Chicagoans 
listened  with  interest  the  other  evening  as 
Mr.  Gerard  related  his  experience  in  Ger¬ 
many. 

I  be  purpose  of  his  address,  which  was 
given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Hamilton 
Club,  was  identical  with  that  of  his  book: 

1  tell  something  of  the  real  Oerinany  not 
only  that  my  readers  may  understand  the 
events  of  the  last  three  years,  but  that  they 
may  judge  what  is  likely  to  happen  in  our 
future  relations  with  that  country.”  His 
message  ha.l  little  rhetorical  adornment.  It 
was  a  plain,  straight-forward  statement  of  a 
man  whose  diplomatic  position  had  forced 
him,  as  he  declared,  to  keep  three  things— 
peace,  silence  and  his  temper — while  he  was 
in  Germany 

Mr.  Gerard  knows  how  to  appeal  to  the 
common  people  more  effectively  than  a  col¬ 
lege  professor  of  international  law  or  a  pro¬ 
fessional  man  of  letters.  He  has  evidently 
been  a  man  of  action  rather  than  a  profound 
student  of  history.  Instead  of  writing  his¬ 
tory  he  has  been  busy  making  it.  His  book, 
therefore,  has  the  unique  value  of  being  the 
record  of  the  inner  workings  of  Russian  of 
ficialdom  by  one  who  came  into  as  intimate 
daily  contact  with  it  as  a  carpenter  with  his 
tools  or  as  a  chauffeur  with  his  motor  car. 

Referring  to  the  new  famous  “gpurlos 
'  ersenkt  phrase  of  the  German  minister  to 


the  Argentine,  Mr.  Gerard  declared  that 
while  democracy,  liberty  and  the  stars  ami 
-stripes  are  not  yet  “spurlos  versenkt”  the 
people  in  Germany  are  almost  “spurlos 
versenkt”.  They  have  at  present  no  chance 
to  rise  in  revolution  or  protest,  but  some  day 
after  this  war  these  people  will  “make  the 
French  revolution!  look  like  a  Methodist 
Sunday  school  picnic.” 

After  speaking  of  the  deportations  an'! 
various  atrocities — of  which  he  said  he  had 
personal  knowledge — Mr.  Gerard  held  up 
two  official  text  books  which  have  been  used 
in  the  public  schools  of  Chicago,  both  of 
which  have  on  the  outside  cover  the  Prussia): 
coat  of  arms.  Think  of  the  row  in  this  city 
continued  the  speaker,  if  a  superintendent 
of  schools  should  introduce  a  book  on  the 
“kind,. good  kings  and  queens  and  princes  of 
England”  containing  “Britannia  Rules  the 
Waves”  and  the  British  coat  of  arms!  This 
book  tells  a  beautiful  story  of  Frederick  the 
Great  and  a  miller,  hut  does  not  tell  some 
other  things  about  him — his  confession  that 
he  drove  his  nation  into  war  because  he 
wanted  to  be  talked  about ;  his  will,  in  which 
he  bequeathed  the  kingdom  of  Prussia  to  his 
sonf  “He  could  leave  h's  Prussians  around 
in  his  will!"  This  same  hook,  of  course, 
gives  extracts  from  the  great  Goethe,  but 
why  doesn’t  it  quote  what  Goethe  said  about 
Prussia  and  the  Prussians! — “The  Prussian 
was  born  a  brute  anil  civilization  will  make 
him  ferocious;”  “America  du  hast  cs 
besser!” 

* 

Concretely  what  do  the  Gernian-Americans 
want?  This  was  perhaps  the  most  effective 
part  of  the  former  Ambassador’s  address. 
Do  they  want  this  country  conquered  by  the 
Germans  *  What  is  it  in  Germany  that  ap¬ 
peals  to  themf  If  they  are  Catholica,  let 
them  remember  Bismarck  who  decided  to 
w*ipe  out  the  Romau  Catholic  chureh  from 
German. polities.  If  they  are  workingmen, 
let  them  remember  that  the  most  skilled 
labor  gets  less  thiih  $2  a  day  in  Germany  and 
that  there  is  no  country  in  the  world  where 
the  workingman  has  been  more  exploited. 
Referring  to  the  laborers  he  had  recently 
seen  in  some  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  states 
going  to  their  daily  work  in  their  own  Ford 
cars,  Mr.  Gerard  said  that  if  he  should  tell 
rome  of  these  things  to  German  working¬ 
men,  they  would  forthwith  dig  up  the  grave 
of  Baron  Munchausen,  take  off  his  medals 
and  give  them  to  him!  The  Prussian  work¬ 
ingman  has  been  fooled  with  a  ghpst  of  a 
franchise. 

“I  don’t  know,”  continued  Mr.  Gerard, 
w*hat  these  few  Gcrman-Americans  want. 
Did  we  send  them  excun-ion  tickets  t  What 
is  the  remedy?  Take  at  least  a  dozen  of  the 
most  prominent  German  sympathizers  and 
send  them  back  to  their  kaiser  WTe  have 
tried  tactfully  to  help  them  climb  on  the 
band  wagon.  That  time  has  now  gone  by. 
Everyone  must  declare  himself  American  or 
traitor.  We’ve  already  been  too  indulgent.” 

1 1’rolonged  cheers.)  The  mention  of  Mr. 
Roosevelt  s  name  created  pandemonium  for 
at  least  five  minutes  and  when  it  subsided 
Mr.  Gerard  declared  that  he  did  not  agree 
with  the  former  president’s  vtatement  that 
if  the  senator  from  a  neighboring  state  (pro- 
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longed  hisses  had  been  doing  in  Germany 
as  a  member  of  the  reichstag  what  he  has 
been  doing  here,  a  Prussian  guard  would 
long  since  have  set  him  to  digging  trenches. 
‘On  the  contrary,”  said  the  speaker,  “that 
senator  wouldn’t  be  digging  a  trench,  but  he 
would  be  filling  one!” 

‘‘The  Germans  thought  that  America  was 
too  fat,  cowardly  and  degenerate  to  fight. 
The  one  way  to  bring  ubout  peace  is  to  show 
them  that  we  are  a  united  and  determined 
nation.  Every  prominent  man  who  calls  for 
peace  noyv  is  doing  something  to  prolong  the 
war  and  to  murder  our  young  men  who  are 
being  scut  to  Europe.  The  German  busiifcss 
leaders  now  know  that  they,  and  not  their 
enemies,  will  have  to  bear  the  leaden  weight 
of  the  billions.  They  know  that  they  have 
lost  their  foreign  trade  and  that  we  in  the 
United  States  arc  learning  to  make  the  dye¬ 
stuffs  of  which  they  formerly  had  the  mo¬ 
nopoly.  But  the  autocracy  will  not  make  a 
peace  which  is  a  defeat,  for  when  the  meu 
in  the  trenches  return,  they  will  say,  ‘You’re 
a  rotten  government  an  1  we  will  turn  you 
out.’  The  autocracy  is  taking  a  gambler’s 
chance.  This  is  how  we  can  fight  them  with 
our  money  as  well  as  with  our  men.  If  Ger¬ 
many  wins  this  war,  not  a  thing  we  have 
would  be  worth  anything— neither  property, 
nor  life,  nor  honor.” 

If  there  were  such  an  offense  as  lese- 
majest6  in  a  democratic  country  Mr.  Ger¬ 
ard  would  be  sent  up  for  life  as  an  habitual 
criminal.  In  his  book  he  seems  to  take  an 
unholy  delight  in  stepping  upon  noble  and 
aristocratic  corns.  But  he  is  more  than  a 
breezy  bluffer,  with  rolled-up  shirt-sleeves, 
in  Wilhelmstrassc.  He  has  played  the  diplo¬ 
matic  game  with  careless  disregard  for  the 
musty  conventions  which  fill  the  chanceller¬ 
ies  of  Europe.  Apparently  he  has  relied 
more  upon  frankness  than  finesse,  and  in 
place  of  devious  Macchiavellian  methods  he 
has  relied  upon  what  is  an  axiom  of  Ameri¬ 
can  diplomacy  as  well  as  mathematical 
science— that  a  straight  line  is  the  shortest 
distsince  between  two  points.  Judging  from 
his  l>ook  as  well  as  from  the  address  from 
which  we  have  quoted  so  fully,  Mr.  Gerard 
is  apparently  the  nearest  prototype  of  Mr. 
Roosevelt  at  present  within  the  Democratic 
fold.  Already  we  are  becoming  conscious 
that,  for  the  last  four  years  the  American 
nation  has  been  represented  in  Berlin  by  a 
big  American,  whose  patience  and  firmness 
have  in  a  remarkable  degree  preserved 
American  honor  and  thwarted  the  sinister 
plot  against  our  liberty  and  that  of  the  whole 
world. 

One  of  the  most  delightful  chapters  in  the 
book,  in  which  Mr.  Gerard’s  sense  of  humor 
has  full  play,  is  the  one  entitled  “The  Sys¬ 
tem.”  In  speaking  of  the  Rat  system, 
whereby  a  title  of  honor  is  given  to  one  who 
has  attained  a  certain  measure  of  success  in 
his  chosen  business  or  profession,  these  titles 
according  to  Mr.  Gerard,  are  created  as  fol¬ 
lows:  ‘‘First,  a  man  becomes  a  plain  Rat, 
then,  later  on,  he  becomes  a  secret  Rat  or 
privy  councilor;  still  later,  a  court  secret 
Rat  and,  later  still,  a  wirklicher,  or  really 
and  truly  secret  court  Rat  to  which  ms;  e 
added  the  title  of  Excellency,  which  puts  the 
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man  who  haB  attained  this  absolutely  at  the 
head  of  the  Rat  ladder. 

Again  and  again, \  Mr.  Gerard  reverts  to 
the  great  peril  confronting  the  American 
people  should  Germany  win  the  war.  As  he 
told  his  Chicago  audience  the  other  day,  few 
Americans  have  realized  how  near  the  Ger¬ 
man  autocracy  was  to  success.  In  his  fore¬ 
word,  he  warns  us  that  the  military  and 
naval  power  of  the  German  empire  is  un¬ 
broken;  ‘‘that  wc  are  engaged  in  a  war 
ngainst  the  greatest  military  power  the 
world  has  ever  seen;  against  a  people  whose 
country  was  for  so  many  centuries  a  theater 
of  devastating  wars  that  fear  is  bred  into 
the  very,  marrow  of  their  souls,  making 
them  ready  to  submit  their  lives  and  fortunes 
to  an  autocracy  which  for  centuries  has 
ground  their  faces,  but  which  has  promised 
them  as  a  result  of  the  war  not  only  security 
but  riches  untold  ami  dominion  of  the 
world,” — The  Standard.

MOSES  AS  A  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY. 

Moses  was  a  Foreign  Missionary  and  more 
than  that,  he  was  all  sorts  of  a  missionary. 
One  did  not  have  to  go  far  in  those  days  to  be 
a  foreign  missionary.  Egypt  was  a  small 
country  comparatively,  but  it  was  the  com¬ 
mon  meeting  ground  of  many  races  of  people 
and,  because  of  its  position  and  eminence  in 
arts  and  government  and  war,  strongly  in¬ 
fluenced  other  natious.  A  man  like  Moses 
who  was  of  remarkable  virility  and  force  of 
character,* and  with  exceptional  advantages 
|  in  education  and  training  was  not  only  great¬ 
ly  influenced  by  all  he  came  in  contact  with, 
but  mightily  influenced  all  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact.  It  was  the  purpose  of  God, 
as  we  can  now  see  that  the  Israelites  should, 
while  kept  in  a  kind  of  isolation  by  laws  and 
racial  instincts,  yet  be  given  almost  uninter¬ 
rupted  opportunity  to  make  their  impress  on 
the  nations  about  them,  the  nations  which 
made  history  and  determined  the  world’s 
geography. 

Moses  was  born  in  a  foreign  land.  The 
Israelites  never  looked  upon  Egypt  as  their 
home.  Canaan  had  been  promised  them. 
There  their  fathers  lived  and  were  buried, 
and  it  was  a  part  of  their  religious  faith  to 
look  forward  to  the  return  to  the  land  which 
had  been  promised  them  for  an  inheritance. 
But  Moses  was  born  in  Egypt  to  a  mission 
umong  an  alien  race. 

He  was  brought  up  among  a  heathen  peo-  i 
pie  and  had  an  opportunity  to  show  them  a 
better  way.  How  much  he  did  in  this- line  1 
or  how  well  he  did  it,  it  is  not  possible  for  us  ] 
now  to  know.  We  know  that  he  maintained  1 
with  steadfastness  his  own  faith  amid  the  ' 
most  trying  conditions.  The  early  instruc-  1 
tion  of  his  mother  served  him  well  amitf  the  1 
allurements  and  corruption  of  the  greatest  \ 
court  of  the  time.  To  pass  through  the  o 
period  of  school  days  and  university  train-  ]< 
ing,  one  of  the  severest  trials  to  many  young  r 
men,  left  his  original  faith  intact.  Egypt  ii 
had  the  greatest  schools  of  that  age,  and 
Moses  was  instructed  in  all  the  wisdom  of  the  (. 
Egyptians,  and  was  unspoiled  Certain  it  is  e 
that  whether  through  his  own  influence  or  f 
the  effect  of  the  plagues  when  Moses  left  ci 
Egypt  many  Egyptians  accompanied  him  tl 
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being  convinced  of  the  superiority  of  his 
faith. 

i  But  Moses  had  a  mission  as  well  as  a  period 
of  preparation  in  the  land  of  Midian.  How 
much  he  had  to  do  with  forming  the  faith  of 
Jethro  and  Others  in  the  Smaitis  peninsula, 
we  caunot  tell,  but  it  is  certain  that  when 
Moses  left  there  were  believers  in  and 
worshippers  of  the  true  God  And  as  he  led 
the  people  through  the  wilderness  the  fear 
of  Jehovah  was  upon  the  people.  To  be  sure 
the  methods  of  impressing  the  truth  upon  the 
multitude  were  not  the  same  as  those  of  the 
modern  missionaries,  but  the  results  were 
those  we  seek  today,  namely,  that  Jehovah 
may  be  known  as  the  true  God  and  that  His 
name  may  be  feared  among  all  the  nations. 
Perhaps  we  have  narrowed  our  conception 
too  much  of  the  way  in  which  the  kingdom 
of  God  is  to  come.  It  is  true  that  the  Son  of 
Man  has  the  sword  “in  his  mouth,”  that  the 
sw  ord  of  the  Spirit  is  the  word  of  God  and 
that  God  has  ordained  that  men  should  be 
saved  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching.  But 
it  is  also  true  that  after  the  going  forth  of  the 
white  horse  then  comes  the  red  horse  of  war 
and  the  other  horses  indicating  famine  and 
so  on  All  things  are  made  the  messengers  of 
God  and  the  vehicles  of  His  knowledge.  It  is 
true  that  the  mission  of  Moses  was  not  in 
every  way  identical  with  the  present  day 
evangelist,  but  he  .  who  enaets  wholesome 
laws,  exalts  righteousness,  establishes  the 
worship  of  God  and  secures  right  relation¬ 
ship  among  men,  he  too  is  helping  to  bring 
in  the  kingdom  of  God.  Not  all  mission  work 
is  done  in  the  pulpit.  Much  of  it  ought  to 
be  done  in  legislative  halls,  court  houses, 
school  houses,  hospitals  and  store  houses. 
Moses  has  been  honored  by  more  men  than 
any  man  who  ever  lived,  being  regarded  as 
authority  by  Christians,  Jews  and  Moham¬ 
medans.

THE  NEXT  TASK. 

We  have  just  gone  through  a  successful 
campaign  in  Mississippi  for  State  missions, 
iu  which  our  objective  was  fully  reached 
and  there  have  been  no  counter  attacks.  But 
we  are  not  like  Alexander,  who  cried'  be¬ 
cause  there  were  no  more  worlds  to  conquer. 
The  next  task  before  the  Baptist  people  of 
Mississippi  is  to  see  to  it  that  the  $300,000, 
which  was  promised  to  Mississippi  College 
four  years  ago  when  the  campaign  was  wag¬ 
ed  by  W.  A.  McComh,  is  now  fully  secured. 
At  that  time  we  were  asked  for  $200,000  and 
the  General  Education  Board  of  New  York 
promised  $100,000  to  be  paid  as  the  contri¬ 
butions  from  our  own  people  were  paid  in. 
When  the  campaign  closed  the  $200,000  was 
barely  promised,  and  the  effort  for  the  col¬ 
lege  was  discontinued  in  the  interest  of  other 
work  in  the  State.  Of  the  $200,000  but  little 
over  half  has  been  paid  in  and  there  remains 
less  than  nine  months  in  which  to  collect  the 
remainder  and  secure  the  total  amount  prom¬ 
ised  by  the  Education  Board. 

President  J.  W.  Provine,  of  Mississippi 
College  has  been  making  faithful  efforts  re¬ 
cently  to  collect  all  subscriptions  due,  and 
f  n<*s  ,hat  will  be  necessary  not  only  to

This 
i  campaign  to  close  December  31,  1917.  a 
number  of  the  best  men  available  for  this 
work  will  be  secured  and  the  effort  made  to 
cover  the  State  systematically  and  thorough¬ 
ly  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Every  pastor 
every  church  and  every  member  arc  asked 
to  show  his  interest  and  loyalty  by  a  gen¬ 
erous  contribution  and  earnest  support. 

There  was  one  condition  to  the  above 
agreement  which  seemed  necessary  to  safe¬ 
guard  other  interests.  While  Brother  R.  B.

Every  college  will  have  a  representative  in 
the  field  to  help.  The  Baptist  Record  will 
throw  its  mighty  influence  in  the  work;  the 
Education  Commission,  through  its  secre¬ 
tary,  Mr  Gunter,  \fill  lead  in  the  fight.  Dr. 
Lawrence,  secretary  of  the  State  Mission 
Toard.  and  Miss  Lackey.  State  secretary  of 
woman’s  work,  have  pledged  their  earnest 
support. 

Can  we  not  expect  every  pastor,  every  W. 
M.  U..  every  Sunday  School,  every  B.  Y.  P. 
U.,  to  join  the  forces!  When  this  campaign 
closes,  next  year  and  the  year  following, 
the  hospital  and  the  Woman’s  College  and 
Clarke  College  will  each  in  turn  be  cleared 
of  debt.  We  can  succeed  only  by  driving 
one  at  a  time.  V  hile  this  special  work  is 
being  pressed  with  all  vigor,  we  shall  pay 
our  subscriptions  to  all  other  objects  as  they

December  will  be  budget  month,  (let 
ready  to  give  plenty  of  time  to  it  The  fi¬ 
nancial  work  of  the  coming  year  in  your 
church  will  depend  on  how  seriously  you 
consider  the  matter  of  preparation  during 
the  month  of  December.  Be  ready  to  join 
the  other  churches  in  a  state-wide  everv- 
member  canvass  on  the  second  Sunday  af¬ 
ternoon  in  December.  That  will  give  ample 
time  to  follow  up  the  work  and  perfect  it 
l>efore  the  beginning  of  the  new  year. 

Until  we  get  our  people  to  giving  to  the 
support  of  the  Lord's  work  as  a  matter  of 
duty  and  not  from  impulse  we  need  not  ex¬ 
pect  to  have  the  funds  necessary  to  advance 
the  kingdom.

FOR  CHRI8T  IN  THE  ARMY  CAMPS 

Victor  1.  Masters,  Supt.  of  Publiicty. 

In  another  article  I)r.  Gray  has  given  the 
program  which  he  has  for  two  months  been 
so  busy  inaugurating  through  which  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  will  bring  to  bear  thei^  saving 
impact  on  the  army  camps  in  the  South. 

The  program  may  be  briefly  outlined  as 
follows: 

Organizatioh  for  the  work  is  co-operation. 
In  it  Northern  Baptists,  through  their  War 
Work  Council  Southern  Baptists,  through 
the  Home  Mission  Board,  and  Baptists  in  the 
several  states  where  camps  are.  through  the 


State  Board,  will  co-operate  in  the  effort* 
put  forth. 

The  basis  of  co-operation  between  the 
Home  Board  and  various  State  Boards  was 
worked  out  in  a  confeernce  of  the  secretaries 
concerned.  In  general,  it  is  like  the  co¬ 
operative  effort  in  the  enlistment  work.  The 
basis  of  co-operation  between  the  Home 
Board  and  the  War  Council  was  worked  out 
by  Dr.  Gray  and  Dr.  Batten,  the  latter  rep¬ 
resenting  Northern  Baptists.  It  is  proposed 
to  spend  about  $120,000  in  camps  in  the 
South  by  May  1,  1918.  Of  this  Northern 
Baptists  are  to  furnish  $40,000.  Southern 
Baptists,  through  the  Home  Board,  $60,000, 
and  the  several  states  a  total  of  $20,000,  for 
work  within  their  limits. 

Already  this  program  has  become  an  act¬ 
ive  service,  producing  blessed  fruitage.  Dr. 
George  Green,  a  native  Kentuckian,  a  capa-  * 
ble  minister  of  the  word  and  an  ex-captain 
of  the  Second  Kentucky  Regiment  in  the 
Spanish-American  war,  has  accepted  the 
position  of  director  of  camp  actiyities,  and 
has  been  exceedingly  and  efficiently  busy 
for  two  months  inaugurating  the  camp  serv¬ 
ice  for  Baptists.  Dr  Greeu  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Louisville  Seminary  of  the  1901  class 
Already  he  has  put  into  service  seventeen  of 
the  thirty-two  Baptist  “camp  pastors" 
through  whom  the  work  will  be  done  in  the 
large  camps.  It  is  proposed  to  engage  about 
twelve  assistant  camp  pastors,  in  addition, 
to  aid  the  camp  pastors  where  the  camp  is 
too  large  for  one  man  to  keep  fully  in  touch 
with  the  work. 

The  term  “camp  pastor”  has  been  chosen 
as  best  describing  the  service  to  be  rendered 
by  the  minister  in  each  camp.  Other  de¬ 
nominations  will  be  similarly  represented, 
as  they  may  elect.  Baptists  have  perhaps 
been  first  to  get  the  system  to  working  in  a 
fruitful  way.  It  is  proposed  that  the  camp 
pastor  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  in  the  camp;  that  he  shall  arrange  to 
conduct  such  religious  services  as  may  com¬ 
port  with  the  military  regulations,  that  he 
shall  invite  and  use  the  services  of  our  Bap¬ 
tist  pastors,  especially  from  the  territory 
from  which  the  soldier  boys  come  in  a  given 
camp;  that  he  shall  act  as  a  nexus  between 
the  Baptist  boys  and  their  churches,  pastors 
and  parents;  that  he  shall  visit  the  sick  in 
the  hospitals.  In  general,  that  he  shall  for 
Baptists  be  Jesus  Christ's  man,  using  every 
available  opportunity  to  help  and  to  win  our 
boys,  who  have  been  called  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  in  tens  of  thousands  homes  to  do  the 
nation’s  service  in  the  army 

Very  impressionable  and  very  tender  of 
heart  are  these  young  men  now. 

One  of  our  camp  pastors  having  observed 
one  after  another  of  the  young  soldiers  in 
the  movie  picture  show  get  up  and  leave, 
^•osled  one  of  them  and  asked  why  he  left 

IL replied:  “Oh.  I  don’t  want  to  see  those 
,  * 

i  ifttures.  what  do  they  amount  tot  1  want 
Noliething  to  talk  to  ine  ;  I  am  lonely.  " 

S>r  Green  found  a  young  man  at  Camp 
Gordon,  at  Atlanta,  sitting  on  the  steps  of  a 
camp  house  with  his  head  propped  on  his 
hands. 

“What  is  the  matter,  old  fellow?”  Dr 
Green  querWd 


"Mister,”  said  the  young  man  looking  up 
“1  feel  almost  like  I’d  die.  I’m  lonely.  I 
live  up  in  the  North  Carolina  mountains,  and 
1  have  a  wife  and  two  babies  there.  They 
came  to  see  me  and  said  I  must  come  down 
here  and  get  ready  for  war,  and  I  came. 
Mister  I  don’t  want  no  war.  I’m  lonely.” 

The  tears  came  down  his  cheeks  and  also 
down  the  cheeks  of  Dr.  Green.  The  first 
man  to  whom  he  had  felt  he  could  unburden 
his  lonely  heart  was  a  man  of  Christ,  whose 
heart  went  out  to  the  burdened  soldier  boy. 
We  do  not  write  in  the  papers  about  it;  I 
suppose  we  should  not.  We  must  all  whistle 
and  be  cheerful.  But — oh.  the  reader  can 
see  what  I  mean  !  There  are  lonely  hearts  to 
cherish  by  the  tens  of  thousands  in  these 
camps  Open  and  tender  they  are  now,  more 
so  than  they  will  be  later  on. 

% 

So,  while  the  newspapers  talk  pleasantly 
for  us — it  is  about  the  best  they  can  do — and 
the  band  makes  our  blood  course  with  mar¬ 
tial  strains,  let  us  thank  God  we  can  through 
these  men  of  God  at  the  camps  enter  into  the 
heart  and  life  of  many  an  impressionable 
boy,  who  is  under  unknown  new  strains,  to 
help  him  with  a  sure  word  of  love  and  faith. 

There  is  more  to  tell.  When  this  work  is 
over  and  the  waj  is  over  there  will  be  end¬ 
less  and  instructive  stories  of  Christ  in  the 
camp,  of  struggles  and  heroisms  and  temp¬ 
tations.  I  cannot  here  set  down  all  that 
might  be  told  of  the  woi^  even  as  it  is  but 
beginning. 

Up  at  Camp  Sevier  at  Greenville,  South 
Carolina,  Camp  Pastor  Dean  Crain,  operat¬ 
ing  in  part  in  the  old  Mountain  Creek  coun¬ 
try  church,  at  which  Dr.  John  A  Broadus 
was  once  pastor,  and  using  such  assistants  as 
he  could  secure,  reported  1,500  conversions 
among  the  soldier  boys  in  one  month.  Dr 
George  Green  had  sixteen  professions  of 
faith,  following  a  sermon  hej preached  at  one 
of  the  camps  at  San  AntonM  Everywhere 
in  the  camps  ministers  testify  there  is  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  do  good,  abundant,  overflowing 
almost  overwhelming. 

How  about  the  Y.  M.  C.  ATEvery  Baptist 
will  want  to  know  how  that  organization 
responds  to  the  effort  of  the  denominations 
to  send  ministers  to  help  the  boys.  All  re¬ 
ports  are  gratifying.  The  Y  M.  C.  A.  found 
itself  almost  overwhelmed,  swamped,  by  the 
opportunities  for  service  among  the  men. 
Competent  as  this  organization  is  for  dealing 
with  young  men,  it  found  itself  in  greater 
need  probably  ever  before  of  helpers  who 
knew  how  to  get  a  hearing  and  how  to  turn 
that  hearing  into  heart-helpfulness  for  the 
gathering  of  thousands  of  impressionable 
voung  men.  lu  this  situation,  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A  men  fell  in  love  with  any  capable,  tact 
tul  preacher  on  sight,  and  sought  to  tie  tic 
preacher  to  the  job.) 

It  was  pathetic  and  beautiful,  almost 
amusing.  One  a  Ivantage  the  camp  pastor 
has  it  that  he  is  frankly  just  a  preacher,  lie 
wears  citizen's  clothes.  The  young  soldier 
comes  to  look  on  every  uniform  as  a  symbol 
of  authority  and  the  hard  work  of  training 
gives  him  plenty  of  that  to  satisfy.  One 
"pastor”  looks  to  him  juat  “like  folks" 
which  indeed  he  is.  and  that  helps 
Automobiles  are  greatly  needed  by  the  camp 
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pastors.  These  camps  are  cities  in  size  and 
und  number.  To  meet  visiting  preachers, 
of  whom  there  must  be  many  ;  to  visit  the 
hospitals;  to  ride  from  appointment  to  ap¬ 
pointment  in  various  places  about  the  camp, 
for  many  things  the  camp  pastor  needs  an 
automobile.  A  Ford  will  do  very  well,  even 
a  second  hand  Ford,  It  would  better  be  two 
seated. 

Who  will  donate  to  the  Home  Board  an 
antomobile  to  this  service?  We  need  twenty 
five  of  them.  Of  course,  the  donor  may 
name  the  camp  in  which  the  ear  shall  be 
used.  We  hope  the  Lord  will  put  it  on  the 
hearts  of  a  number  of  our  brothers  to  donate 
an  automobile  for  this  Christly  service. 

Also  we  beg  for  liberal  extra  offerings 
for  Home  Missions  for  camp  work.  The  work 
is  being  done.  It  could  not  wait.  We  need 
the  $60,000  wherewith  to  pay  the  workers 
and  erect  necessary  buildings,  in  addition  to 
the  half  million  for  the  great  regular  work 
of  the  Board. 

Let  Baptists  pray  for  the  camp  workers 
and  the  other  workers,  and  let  every  church 
ot  Christ  open  up  its  heart  to  this  appeal 
for  our  own  boys  and  promptly  send  a  lib¬ 
eral  offering  to  help  support  it.

WHY  ARE  WE  FIGHTING?

1.  We  have  to  tight.  We  are  facing  an 
implacable  enemy.  This  enemy  planned 
long  ago  to  conquer  us,  and  we  have  to  fight 
or  be  conquered,  and  become  the  vassals  of 
a  foreign  despot,  who  will  deny  us  the  rights 
of  individualism,  so  dear  to  the  hearts  of  all 
true  Americans. 

2.  We  are  fighting  to  maintain  our  self- 
respect.  Germany  for  two  years  continued 
at  her  pleasure  to  slap  this  nation  in  the  face, 
after  the  fashion  of  a  *  bully.  ’  ’  She  sunk 
several  ships  and  destrayed  the  lives  of  hun¬ 
dreds  of  men,  women  and  children  while  we 
were  trying  to  remain  neutral  and  live  in 
peace  with  her.  She  would  not  let  us  be  at 
peace  with  her.  Our  American  manhood 
and  self -re.‘ pec t  would  not  let  us  longer  dally 
with  such  a  ruthless  foe.  The  above  is  clear 
to  everyone  who  will  not  allow  himself  to 
be  misled  by  some  designing  politician,  or 
German  henchman,  paid  to  help  Germany 
und  hurt  the  United  States. 

3.  We  are  fighting  for  a  principle  that  ’s 
dearer  than  life.  We  are  fighting  to  establish 
in  every  land  the  things  that  Jesus  brought 
to  the  world  and  for  which  he  laid  down 
his  life ;  qamely,  democracy  of  thought,  word, 
act  and  the  human  conscience.  In  this  world 
conflict  we  arc  contending  against  the  spirit 
that  sent  John  the  Baptist  to  prison  and 
death that  sent  Jesus  to  Calvary;  that  exil¬ 
ed  John  the  beloved  disciple  to  the  Isle  of 
I’atmos;  that  put  the  other  apostles  to 
death ;  that  stoned  Stephen  and  sent  Paul  to 
Rome  in  chains;  that  produced  the  Dark 
Ages  and  the  awful  persecutions  of  that 
period. 

At  the  time  of  our  Lord,  the  Roman  power 
dominated  the  world.  Judea  was  under  Ro¬ 
man  rule.  The  Jews  hated  Rome  and  Ro¬ 
mans.  Romans  cared  but  little  for  the  Jews 


but  both  working  together  succeeded  in  put¬ 
ting  Jesus  to  death. 

Judaism  constituted  an  intolerant  ecclesi- 
usticism,  which  demanded  that  all  worship 
must  be  according  to  this  formula  The  Ro¬ 
man  civil  power  was  thoroughly  autocratic 
and  would  recognize  no  religion  or  philoso¬ 
phy,  with  an  objective  that  guaranteed  free¬ 
dom  of  conscience  in  matters  of  worship,  or 
that  freedom  of  citizenship  that  would  guar¬ 
antee  to  the  citizen  the  right  to  say  who 
should  enact  the  laws  under  which  he  lived. 
The  individual  citizen  must  surrender  his  in¬ 
dividuality  to  the  ruling  power. 

The  Jews  did  the  intrigue  work,  laying  the 
snares  by  which  they  hoped  to  find  some¬ 
thing  upon  which  they  might  base  a  plausi¬ 
ble  charge  against  Him.  In  this  they  failed, 
but  trumped  up  a  charge  of  blasphemy  and 
treason,  neither  of  which  had  any  founda¬ 
tion  in  fact.  However,  upon  this  false  pre¬ 
text  they  succeeded  in  getting  Jesus  before 
a  Roman  ruler;  who  to  please  them,  permit¬ 
ted  the  Jews  to  take  him  and  crucify  him.  the 
Roman  soldiers  taking  part  in  the  crucifix¬ 
ion. 

Here  was  an  alliance  between  an  intolerant 
ecclenastieism  and  an  imperial  government. 
It  is  a  parallel  condition  that  confronts  us 
today;  namely,  an  alliance  between  an  intol¬ 
erant  ecclasiastical  organization,  (the  Pa¬ 
pacy)  and  an  autocratic  civil  power.  Papal 
intrigue  in  Austro-IIungarv  on  the  part  of 
Prince  Ferdinand  and  his  associates,  led  to 
his  assassination  in  Servia.  which  was  the  im¬ 
mediate  pretext  for  Austria  to  declare  war 
on  Servia,  doubtless  with  the  full  consent  of 
Germany.  This  alliance  was  entered  into  for 
the  purpose  of  world  conquest,  evidently 
with  an  understanding  that  there  should  be  a 
division  of  territory  between  the  Emperor 
of  Germany  and  the  Pope.  The  Pope  hoped 
to  retain  temporal  power  by  means,  of  the 
German  military  power.  The  above  facts 
have  been  gleaned,  not  from  the  daily  press 
or  the  magazines  of  the  day.  but  from  other 
and  so  far  as  I  know  the  contrary,  authentic 
sources. 

This  fact  should  be  impressed  that  this  is 
a  war  of  principles  expressing  themselves 
through  nations.  Germany  and  her  allies 
representing  the  principles  of  ^imperialism 
nnd  the  Allies  repressenting  the  principles  of 
democracy  of  which  the  Christian  religion  if 
the  fullest  pos-ible  exponent  an  1  expression 
Jesus  came  preaching  democracy  and  found¬ 
ed  His  kingdom  on  this  principle,  hence  giv¬ 
ing  to  the  world  the  clearest  and  fullest  pos¬ 
sible  expression  of  democracy  that  had  ever 
been  given  to  the  world.  But  intolerant 
Judaism  and  intolerant  Roman  imperialism, 
said  we  will  have  none  of  it  and  together 
they  put  its  author  to  death. 

On  down  through  the  ages,  that  same 
spirit  has  broken  out  here  and  there  under 
the  leadership  of  ambitious  men.  but  found 
its  fullest  expression  in  the  present  effort  for 
world  conquest.  This  is  why  we  are  fighting, 
and  our  cause  is  worthy  of  the  best  there  is 
in  us.  As  I  see  it,  he  who  raises  his  voice 
or  hand  against  the  policy  of  our  govern¬ 
ment.,  is  opposing  the  principles  for  which 
Jesus  gave  up  His  life,  and  the  things  that 
make  for  the  best  things  in  government,  so¬ 
ciety  and  the  home  It  is  the  only  safeguard 


to  human  liberty.  For  this  thousands  of  our 
boys  have  staked  their  all  For  this  fathers 
and  mothers  have  willingly  given  up  their 
sons,  that  they  may  help  to  guarantee  these 
priceless  blessings  to  our  age  and  to  our 
posterity.  God  forbid  that  I  should  by 
word  or  deed  hinder  the  speedy  consumma¬ 
tion  of  tiiis  purpose  on  the  part  of  the  Allies. 
No  one  can  be  either  loyal  to. bis  country^or 
to  his  Lord  and  stand  in  the  way  of  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  those  who  are  fighting  to  maintain 
the  blood-bought  heritage  of  both  (>ersonal 
and  national  freedom.  • 

Surejv  if  honest  people  can  be  brought  to 
see  the  real  reason  why  we  are  in  this  war, 
there  will  be  no” more  indifference  or  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  policy  of  our  government.  There 
are  some  who  are  houestly  and  comtc ientious- 
ly  opposed  to  the  government  entering  this 
war.  Most  of  this  class  have  been  misled 
They  let  the  other  fellow  do  their  thinking 
for  them,  and  they  drop  in  and  follow.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  these  do  not  do  their  own 
thinking.  But  it  is  my  opinion  that  before 
this  struggle  is  over  most  of  these  will  be  do¬ 
ing  their  own  thinking,  and  some  very  seri¬ 
ous  thinking. 

If  I  correctly  interpret  God’s  word,  we  are 
going  to  win.  but  not  without  much  sacrifice 
of  both  life  and  money.  I  think  I  can  see  the 
Alli.-s  now  falling  into  the  plan  that  will  end 
the  war,  perhaps  unconscious  that  they  are 
fulfilling  prophecy'.  Am  I  right  when  1  say 
that  the  final  vietroy  will  come  from  the  air. 
Read  Rev.  16:17-21,  especially  verse  21.  Be¬ 
fore  this  shall  come  upon  the  seat  of  the 
Beast  a  period  of  intense  darkness  such  as  to 
cause  men  to  blaspheme  the  name  of  God. 
This  may  be  the  chaotic  condition  into  which 
the  German  Empire  will  be  brought  hv  rea¬ 
son  of  internal  upheavals,  preparatory  to  the 
final  victory.  Read  Rev.  16:10-11,  and  on 
through  the  chapter.  I  make  no  pretense  to 
an  unusual  insight  into  prophecy,  but  when 
the  end  comes  we  will  then  know  whether  I 
am  correct  or  not  ‘‘Come  Lord  Jesus.”

This  Chamber  of  Horrors  was  a  little  room 
in  the  Healey  Building  in  which  the  commit¬ 
tee  on  Church  Loans  held  its  meeting.  Ap¬ 
plications  for  more  than  $50,000  were  con¬ 
sidered.  Over  60  requests  for  aid  had  to  be 
declined.  One  after  another  the  applica¬ 
tions  were  presented  in  detail.  Almost  with¬ 
out  exception  the  pastor  said,  “If  you  could 
only  see  our  situation,  you  would  realize  that 
we  must  have  help  or  die,  and  that  no  place 
in  the  South  needs  help  at  this  time  as  much 
as  we  do.”  Almost  without  exception  the 
statement  was  made,  “The  little  shack  (or 
brush-arbor,  or  school  house)  in  which  we 
are  worshipping  stands  not  far  from  the 
new  building  of  the  Methodists  (or  Presby¬ 
terians  or  Disciples).  They  were  weak  as  we 
are  weak,  but  their  Loan  Funds  aided  them 
and  now  they  are  strong  Unless  we  have 
help,  soon  we  shall  cease  to  be  and  the  situ¬ 
ation  will  be  lost  forever.”  Almost  without 
exception  instances  are  given  of  heroic  sac¬ 
rifice  by  these  homeless  ones  who  like  the 
first  Heroes  of  the  Faith,  lived  in  “dens  and 
caves  of  the  earth.”  And  every  story 
breathed  the  spirit  of  those  who  ‘had  trial  of 
cruel  mockings  and  scouragings,  being  desti¬ 
tute  and  afflicted  and  tormented.” 

The  days  of  the  Inquisition  and  the  guillo¬ 
tine  are  past.

Our  country  churches  have  shown  up 
magnificently.  Many  of  our  larger  churches 
went  on  the  budget  the  first  of  the  year  and 
some  of  the  largest  contributors  have  fallen 
way  below  their  usual  contributions  for 
State  Missions.  And  the  large  showing  for 
October  has  been  made  principally  by  the 
splendid  contributions  of  the  e-ountry 
churches.  All  honor  to  them 


Facing  the  Convention. 

We  turn  our  faces  now  to  the  Convention, 
which  meets  in  Brookhaven,  November  14th. 
It  is  well  for  us  to  think  what  is  the  Conven¬ 
tion  for,  anyway  T  Over  and  over  it  should 
be  stated  that  the  Convention  is  not  a  church 
body,  it  is  not  a  delegated  body.  It  has  no 
clement  of  church  authority  in  it.  The  mes¬ 
sengers  coming  from  the  various  bodies  do 
not  represent  authority,  they  represent  in¬ 
fluence  and  opinion.  Conventions  are  coun¬ 
cils,  not  governments. 

Because  the  Convention  is  not  a  govern¬ 
ing  body  it  has  been  supposed  by  many  that 
Baptists  are  a  weak  and  inefficient  people. 
But  this  is  not  true.  The  Baptists  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  have  been  building  a  great  empire  of 
thought  and  action  anl  they  are  demonstrat¬ 
ing  the  fact  that  a  free  people  with  no  gov¬ 
ernment  over  them  other  than  the  local 
church  government  can  combine  their  ener¬ 
gies  and  do  things  on  quite  as  large  a  scale 
as  any  of  the  large  denominations  having  so- 
called  church  governments. 

But  what  is  the  Convention  fort  Its  func¬ 
tion  is  to  elicit,  combine  and  direct  the  ener¬ 
gies  of  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi  for  the 
highest  usefulness  of  all.  Its  function  is  to 
mobilize  the  strength  of  the  denomination 
and  then  to  distribute  that  strength  where  it 
is  needed  all  over  Mississippi  and  the  world. 
The  Convention  is  Statewide  and,  therefore, 
it  is  bound  to  consider  interests  all  over  the 
state.  It  cannot  allow  itself  in  any  way  to 
become  localized  or  sectionalized,  The  little 
church  far  in  the  interior  is  a  care  to  all  the 
churches.  The  one  ever-recurring  question 
is  what  will  promote  the  interests  of  the 
Kingdom!  That  can  never  be  answered  in 
the  light  of  local  or  sectional  feeling 

This  being  true  it  is  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  functions  of  the  Convention  to  plant 
and  properly  foster  ehurehes  at  strategic 


points;  always,  of  course,  with  reference  to 
the  Kingdom.  Churches  in  growing  centers 
have  been  wisely  supported  until  they  have 
grown  into  great  churches  and  are  sources 
of  supply  to  spread  the  gospel  in  the  region:: 
beyond  The  great  commission  is  the  true 
charter  for  the  Convention.  It  is  the  charter 
for  the  churches,  and  churches  operate 
through  the  Convention  and  Board  as  chan 
nels  Therefore  the  work  of  the  Convention 
should  be  as  broad  as  the  commission. 

Under  this  view  the  Convention  must  fos¬ 
ter  missions  everywhere,  at  home  and 
abroad,  in  cities  and  in  the  country,  and 
among  all  classes  of  people.  Any  view  of 
missions  narrower  than  “all  the  world”  and 
“every  creature”  is  a  monstrous  apostasy 
from  the  teachings  of  Christ. 

The  Convention  is  also  bound  to  promote 
the  teaching  element  in  the  gospel.  To  do 
this  Mississippi  Baptists  have  schools  and 
colleges.  As  we  take  care  of  weak  churches 
until  they  can  grow,  so  there  is  also  wisdom 
in  our  taking  care  of  weak  schools  until  they 
can  root  themselves  in  the  denominational 
life.  There  is  nothing  in  the  history  of  edu¬ 
cation  that  is  more  unwise  than  withhold¬ 
ing  support  from  schools  until  they  get 
strong.  One  of  the  great  problems  before 
Mississippi  Baptists  at  this  time. is  the  edu¬ 
cational  problem  and  the  struggle  for  the 
coming  year  will  be  to  complete  the  #300,000 
endowment  for  Mississippi  College  and  meet 
the  obligations  on  Clarke  Memorial  College 
and  the  Woman’s  College. 

What  has  been  said  of  missions  and  edu¬ 
cation  may  be  said  and  with  equal  force  of 
the  benevolent  institutions  of  the  Convention 
Here,  as  everywhere  else,  institutions  should 
be  planted  and  maintained  for  the  service  of 
humanity  We  have  now  one  great  orphan¬ 
age  and  two  splendid  hospitals.  For  the 
present  these  are  sufficient,  but  they  need 
more  adequate  support. 

In  conclusion  let  me  sum  up:  The  Con¬ 
vention  representing  the  concensus  of  opin 
ion  among  Baptists  it  to  pursue  a  construct 
ive  policy  having  reefrence  to  the  whole  field 
and  is  to  preserve  a  proper  equilibrium  of 
forces.  Its  viewpoint  constantly  must  be  the 
Kingdom  of  God  in  the  large.  A  properly 
balanced  system  of  work  will  greatly  pro¬ 
mote  harmony,  economy  and  efficiency.  To 
do  this  the  highest  wisdom  of  the  Conven 
tion  is  summoned  to  Brookhaven  Let  the 
idea  of  unity  be  shot  through  and  through 
our  thinking 

We  shall  need  at  the  coining  Convention 
more  than  human  wisdom  WTe  shall  greatly 
need  that  wisdom  that  cometh  down  from  on 
high.  Every  messenger,  and  indeed  all  the 
Baptists  of  the  State,  should  pray  without 
ceasing,  so  that  when  we  get  together  at 
Brookhaven  we  may  get  under  the  power  of 
God  and  do  His  holy  will

Teaching  Nuggesta. 

1.  The  Purpose  of  Prayer. — We 
sometimes  mistake  the  purpose  of 
prayer,  in  thinking  that  we  pray  to 
Iters u ade  God  to  do  something  which 
He  Is  unwilling  to  do.  This  fact 
makes  the  purpose  clearer,  that  God 
Is  always  far  more  anxious  about 
anything  looking  to  the  advancement 
of  HIb  kingdom,  than  we  can  possibly 
be.  So  the  purpose  of  prayer  Is  never 
to  persuade  Him.  but  to  co-operate 
with  Him,  making  it  possible  for  Him 
to  do  something  He  could  not  other¬ 
wise  do.  God  would  never  have  built 
the  walls  about  Jerusalem  but  for  the 
fact  of  human  co-operation.  By  heart- 
searching  prayer  God'a  man  Is  prepar¬ 
ed  to  co-pperate  with  Him  In  fact 
this  Is  co-operation. 

2.  The  Method.  As  already  indi¬ 
cated  by  which  God  answers  prayer  Is 
two-fold;  first  In  exceptional  cases  by 
performing  a  miracle.  Illustrations 
were  given  In  the  lesson  discussion. 
Second,  primarily  by  the  use  of  natu¬ 
ral  means  and  causes.  When  I  pray 
I  ought  to  watch  prayerfully  for  the 
opportunity  to  aiiswer  my  prayer. 

3.  The  Kind-  of  Answers. — God 
sometimes  gives  the  identical  thing 
for  which  the  Christian  prays.  It 
was  true  In  the  case  of  Nehemlah  and 
In  the  release  of  Peter  from  prison, 
Again,  Ood  withholds  the  specific 
thing  for  which  one  prays  and  gives 
something  far  better.  This  was  true 
with  Paul  who  prayed  for  the  removal 
of  certain  “thorns  In  the  flesh.”  God 
reserves  the  prorogatlve  unto  Himself 
to  give  when  and  liow  It  pleases  Him. 
always  having  regard,  for  the  larger 
development  of  the  one  who  prays 
and  the  advancement  of  HU  kingdom. 

4.  Why  Pray ? — Some  one  said 
there  la  no  use  to  pray,  for  Ood 
knows  what  we  need  and  we  need  not 
worry  Him  about  It.  This  view  over¬ 
looks  the  fact  that  Ood  a  kingdom  Is 
carried  forward  from  age  to  age 
through  redeemed  human  Instru¬ 
mentality.  This  human  Instrument 
must  be  made  usable.  Yonder  In  the 
place  of  prayer  as  no  where  else  God 
makes  Hls  man  usable.  If  a  man  U

"Why  doesn't  the  Food  Adminis¬ 
tration  bring  down  the  high  prices?’ 
Well,  ask  another  question.  Yhy 
aren't  there  two  mllMon  United 
States  soldiers  In  France  and  Italy 
1  today,  fighting  at  the  front  and  driv¬ 
ing  the  Huns  on  the  run  towards  Ber¬ 
lin?  Beca'  se  both  take  time,  thor¬ 
ough  preparation,  and  in  case  of  food 
prices  much  voluntary  co-operation. 
But  something  Is  being  done  every 
day.  and  to  lower  the  cost  of  living 
wherever  It  is  possible  Is  one  of  the 
I  prime  alms  of  the  Food  Administra¬ 
tion.  which  has  already  kept  tho 
|  prices  of  many  staples  from  going 
much  higher.  Flour  might  easily 
have  been  twice  Its  present  price  per 
barrel  If  the  Food  Admnlstration  had 
not  established  a  fair  price  for  wheat 
aud  limited  fluor  millers'  profits, 
fugar  would  almost  certainly  have 
gone  soaring  If  speculation  had  not 
been  stopped. 

Then,  some  prices  have  been  low¬ 
ered.  Flour  has  fallen  substantially 
below  the  August  -prices.  Speculation 
le  Cuban  sugar  has  been  stopped, 
saving  an  exhorbltant  price  tho”gh 
not  securing  a  sufficient  supply.  This 
temporary  shortage  would  have 
meant  a  large  advance  In  price  had 
not  the  Food  Administration  secured 
a  voluntary  agreement  from  the  pro¬ 
ducers  of  cane  and  beet  sugar.  Do 
not  forget  these  facts  because  beef¬ 
steak  la  out  of  reach,  sugar  still  high¬ 
er  than  one  could  wish  and  man' 
have  to  live  more  largely  on  hope 
j  than  they  like  to. 

Remember  also  that  the  Food  Ad¬ 
ministration  has  no  direct  control 
over  the  retail  trade,  save  where  it 
does  an  annual  business  of  $100,030 
or  more.  That  explains  why,  when 
the  price  of  beef  at  the  packer’s  door 
was  14.5  cents  a  pound.  In  October, 
as  compared  with  16  cents  In  July, 
the  average  price  of  round  steak  in 
796  cities  was  31  cents  a  pound 
against  27  tn  July,  showing  that 
while  the  wholesale  price  decreased 
the  retail  price  increased.  P  bile 
sentiment,  community  co-operation, 
.must  take  that  in  hand. 

How  about  a  shortage  In  sugar, 
making  It  difficult  in  some  places  to 
get  any?  Well,  the  Food  Adminis¬ 
tration  long  ago  pointed  out  what 
was  coming,  and  made  the  simple  re-' 
|  quest  that  our  people  should  save 
'  seven  ounces  a  week  per  person.  In 
order  to  give  our  Allies  what  they 
must  have  and  supply  what  we  need 
ourselves.  If  this  had  been  done,  or 
I  should  now  be  done,  our  ration  of 
sugar  per  person  per  year  would  be 
67  pounds,  while  the  English  have  to 
be  content  with  26  and  the  French 
and  Italians  with  12.  Aren't  we  will¬ 
ing  to  share  with  those  who  are  fight¬ 
ing  for  ts.  with  the  enemy  on  their 
territory?  I

"Keep  My  Money”?  Do  you  know 
what  It  la?

She 
was  consumed  with  the  Idea  of  build¬ 
ing  a  "big  house  for  the  little  girls 
whose  mothers  throw  them  away.” 
Every  effort  was  bent  to  this  end — 
pennies  and  ntckles  given  her  or  earn¬ 
ed  by  her  little  childish  efforts  were 
saved  and  treasured  up  to  build  the 
hig  house;  but  God  had  higher  serv¬ 
ice  for  little  Mary  Gold,  and  when 
she  was  being  borne  away  by  the  an¬ 
gels.  her  dying  words  were  "keep 
my  money.”  The  broken-hearted 
mother  understood  that  It  was  to  be 
kept  to  build  the  big  house.  One 
house  has  already  been  built  for  a 
missionary  In  Japan,  as  the  fruit  of 
this  precious  seed,  planted  In  that 
mother  heart.  Thla  was  accomplish¬ 
ed  by  the  sale  of  a  little  book  enti¬ 
tled  "That  Little  Pongee  Gown." 
Now  another  missionary  is  In  dire 
need  of  a  work-shop — a  school  house 
— and  "Keep  My  Money"  was  writ¬ 
ten  and  la  being  sold  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  this  great  need.

Who  is  the  missionary  who  needs 
the  school  house?  Miss  Mary  Ander¬ 
son,  of  Canton.  China. 

Why  does  she  need  a  school 
house?  Because  she  has  seventy-five 
or  eighty  children  In  her  primary 
school,  (the  best  In  the  far  east,  sev¬ 
eral  educational  experts  have  said  i 
ahd  a  primary  normal  class  of  a 
dozen  or  more  fine  young  women, 
but  no  home  in  which  to  do  the 
work. 

How  long  has  this  school  been  in 
operation?  About  three  years. 

Where  haB  she  been  teaching  these 
three  years?  In  a  mat-shed,  which  Is 
a  frame  of  poles  and  bamboos  thatch¬ 
ed  with  palm  leaves. 

Is  a  mat-shed  the  kind  of  building 
ordinarily  used  by  the  Chinese?  No, 
it  Is  used  only  for  theatricals,  which 
continue  for  a  few  days,  or  for  other 
temporary  uses.

Y'ou 
ask  me  to  sign  a  pledge  to  do  the 
very  thing  that  I  have  been  trying  to 
for  years.  As  If  I  needed  the  govern¬ 
ment  at  Washington  to  tell  me  how 
to  run  my  kitchen  and  my  table." 

This  was  the  Indignant  message 
delivered  to  a  Food  Conservation  vis¬ 
itor  when  she  called  the  attention  of 
one  woman  to  the  requests  to  save 
food  made  of  all  American  house¬ 
wives  by  the  United  States  Food  Ad¬ 
ministration,  and  asked  her  to  sign 
the  Pledge  Card  and  then  fill  out  the 
Weekly  Report  Card  for  two  months 

Of  course  the  visitor  explained  that 
the  officers  of  the  United  8tates  Food 


Administration  rsallze  that  there  are 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  housewives 
who  have  been  handling  food  with 
scrupulous  care,  hut  that  It  la  not  the 
purpose  to  omit  anyone  In  this  nation 
wide  canvass  for  helpers  for  the  Food 
Conservation  program.  They  are 
sorely  needed  In  the  campaign  to  en¬ 
list  others  and  give  them  an  example 
of  what  should  be  done.  No  one  can 
be  spared.  The  need  la  too  pressing 
the  danger  of  a  shortage  of  food  tot 
oar  force*  In  the  field  and  the  forcet 
of  our  Allies  Is  too  great.  If  the  war 
Is  to  be  won,  If  the  world  is  to  be 
made  safe  for  democracy,  the  food 
supply  must  be  conserved,  and  the 
women  who  already  know  how  must 
help  those  who  are  ready  to  learn 
how. 

When  these  things  were  explained 
to  the  careful  housewife  she  was 
ready  not  only  to  promise  to  make 
weekly  reports  but  to  persuade  others 
to  follow  her  example.
